The 33 survivors were being 
taken to Kwajaleiq where they are 
exprated to arrive aboard the Ren­ 
dova in about three days. 
Radio messages from the carrier 
to Honolulu said all the men were 
in "reasonably good condition’’, de­ 
spite their ordeal. 
The survivors reported In ship­ 
board interviews transmitted over 
the Rendova’s radio that two of the 
aerial troop carrier’s 37 occupants 
“went down" when the plane crash- 
landed early Sunday after develop­ 
ing engine trouble. 
Another one died last night. The 
fourth jumped overboard and was 
"presumably drowned” seven hours 
before the Rendova reached the 
scene and rescued the 33 men. 
Names Not Announced 
Names of the dead and of the 
survivors were not immediately 
disclosed by navy authorities. 
The survivors were picked up 
last night, climaxing a far-flying 
air and sea search in the area lo­ 
cated some 375 miles southwest of 
tiny Johnaton island. 
The two liferafts carrying the 
survivors were sighted yesterday 
afternoon by the crew of a navy 
PBY patrol bomber, one of 19 
planes which had been scouring the 
region through Sunday and Mon­ 
day. 
Rear Adm. Charles H. McMorris, 
commander of the Hawaiian sea 
frontier, said the rafts were spotted 
from the air at about 4 p. m. (9 p. 
m. EST). 
He said, at the time, 
there appeared to be "about 30” 
men aboard the rafts—three less 
than actually proved to be the case. 
The patrol bomber circled over 
the rafts for several hours while 
three navy surface craft converged 
on the scene. 
The Rendova was 
the first ship to arrive. 
Finally Spotted 
Distress flares had been sighted 
during yesterday’s pre-dawn dark­ 
ness. but the two raffs were not 
immediately found in the vicinity 
at daybreak. 
It was many hours 
before they finally were spotted 
by the navy bomber. 
The ill-fated C-54 carried a crew 
of seven and 30 passengers when 
two of its four engines broke loose 
and it was foseed down. 
The passengers were ground per­ 
sonnel from the 98th bomber group 
returning to Spokane, Wash., after 
a 90-day training assignment on 
Okinawa. The C-54 was en route 
to its first stopover at Johnston 
island when the huge plane plung­ 
ed into the sea. 
The troop-carrier was one of five 
planes ferrying air force men 
across the Pacific. The others ar­ 
rived eafely at Johnston island.

CongruwiiiiAn J. Parnell Thomas seems to be making 
a spectacle of himself these days. The fiery chairman of 
the un-American Activities Committee who so vigorously 
demanded the booking of ail Communists and fellow 
travellers, who so insistently demanded they answer ques­ 
tions forthrightly has suddenly joined those who stood 
upon their constitutional rights. 
Congressman Thomas is,charged with having dummy 
help upon his official payroll. He refused to answer ques­ 
tions before the grand jury ui>on the grounds that “ it 
might incriminate him.” He now asks an indictment 
against him be quashed because the “ government has 
waited too long.“ 
We have no intention of trying Mr. Thomas in these 
columns. Nor do we hazard,a guess as to his guilt or in­ 
nocence* The question is whether or not he intends to 
clear himself—if he is innocent—through the proper legal 
channels. 
The charge against the congressman is a disgusting 
one. He is charged with padding his payroll and taking 
“ kickbacks“ in other words augmenting his salary as a 
congressman at the expense of the taxpayers. 
We would like to believe our congressmen are above 
such cheap tactics. We would like to see any vestige of 
donbt, if the congressman is innocent, removed in the pub­ 
lic courts. 
For him to employ delaying tactics, for him to em­ 
ploy legal technicalities to quash the indictment leads to 
the suspicion that he might have something to hide. 
If Congressman Thomas, or any other congressman 
is guilty of such a nefarious practice as is charged, little 
sympathy need be wasted upon them if they are found 
guilty. Such a practice is more reprehensible than a burg­ 
lar breaking into a home at night. 
The conduct of Congressman Thomas tarnishes the 
glint of the honor of going to congress. Here is, man who 
co m plained loud and long against stalling by persons 
charged with having Communist leanings. Now he em­ 
ployes the same tactics himself.

While not important in itself, 
this action 1« regarded as a tacit 
admission by the organization that 
so long as the world remains in its 
present troubled state there can he 
no chance of putting an end to tne 
semi-military rule in nearly every 
corner of the globe. 
The Soviets doubles* knew that 
the proposal would be rejected 
when they introduced It. 
Otherwise, it might have ent til­ 
ed some risk for the Russians. The 
voting came only a short while 
after 
Italian 
Foreign 
Minister 
Count Sforza brought Russian ex­ 
ternal military activities out into 
the open. 
Have Soviet Help 
Sforza said that with the help of 
the Soviet Union. Bulgaria, Ro­ 
mania and Hungary have been able 
to expand their military establish­ 
ments far beyond the limitations 
provided for in thf peace treaties. 
The Italian spokesman, who is 
noted for his conservatism and 
meticulous regard for facts, was 
both explicit and emphatic in his 
allegations. 
Sforza said that Bulgaria has 88,- 
000 men under arms instead of the 
55,000 provided for in the peace 
treaty, while she has armed, militia 
of 120.000 men and a “workers’ 
militia’’. 
He added that the Bulgarian air 
force consist« of 450 planes, while 
the country is authorized to fly 
only 90. 
Sforza said that Romania has an 
army of 170,000 men, 50,000 more 
than she is supposed to have, while 
Hungarian rearmament ha« been 
boosted by cancellation of 50 per 
cent of reparations due on condi­ 
tion the savings be poured into the 
military.

Cabinet Changes Only Delayed 


WHET BUSINESS WANTS 
The official administration attitude toward the 
gloomy forebodings that have oppressed some segments 
of the business world since the Nov. 2 election could be 
worse. It could also be better. 
That attitude has been expressed by Secretary of 
Commerce Sawyer, who emerged from a recent confer­ 
ence with Presid®^ Truman to say that there is “ no rea­ 
son for any legitimate business to be fearful“ of anything 
the government may do to combat inflation. Reminded 
that stock values have declined $7,800,000,000 since the 
Democratic victory at the polls, he commented—briskly, 
we are told—that he sees “ no reason why business should 
be concerned.“ 
Mr. Sawyer evidently meant to be reassuring. It ne 
betrayed some Impatience, he was careful to avoid con­ 
demning business men for their pessimism. It is worth 
noting that he did not say, as come commentators have 
said, that the stock market decline is the result of a plot by 
certain unidentified persons bent on punishing the Amer­ 
ican people for voting as they did and frightening the 
administration into doing their will., All of which is to his 


At the same time, he showed little understanding of 
the reasons for the perturbation among business men 
Those reasons are complex, but one of them is to be-found 
in the record of the administration. The grave error made 
at the outset of the post-war period, when the President 
encouraged labor to seek wage increases on the theory 
that they were needed to prevent a recession, is not tor- 
gotten. And that is only one example. 
What business wants is proof that the administra­ 
tion understands the economy and will recommend sound 
remedies for its ills. When that proof is forthcoming, con­ 
fidence will return. Mere statements, even though they are 
good-tempered and restrained, will not do the trick. 


GOLD WEE WEAPON 
Few who are opposed to government controls in prin­ 
ciple go all out in their opposition to President Truman’s 
proposal for an extension of restrictions on export trade. 
No alternate plan to keep American war materials from 
getting to the Soviet and its puppet states has been pro­ 
posed. And the argument that a means is thus provided 
for preventing foreign buyers from bidding up the price 
of American goods is a strong one. 
The President’s recommendation, it is reported, will 
be tied to the European Recovery Program. He will ask 
Congress to keep export controls in force for the duration 
of the Marshall Plan. The present law was originally 
passed in 1940 and has been renewed periodically ever 
since. That it has stirred little opposition in House or 
Senate is proof of its usefulness. 
The law has served as a weapon in the cold war with 
Russia. It h a s enabled this country to check the flow to 
the Soviet of-armament, ammunition and other commodi

Child’s Selfishness 
Wishing to lessen this feeding of 
your child’s selfishness, or even to 
help him gain some of the richest 
positive moral and spiritual val­ 
ues through Christmas, your might 
choose to consider some of the 
following suggestions: 
1. Induce the child to save trom j 
his allowance in order to buy one j 
or more gifts and to go without j 
things like sweets., for this pur­ 
pose. 
I wish such 
suggestions 
were made from the pulpit and 
that church school and public 
school teachers would lend their 
influence here. 
While no parent 
would encourage a child to buy 
him or her a gift, each parent 
could motivate the child to save 
and purchase a gift for the other 
parent. 
Hand-Made Gifts 
2. Encourage the child to make 
with his own hands a few Christ­ 
mas gifts, on which he might be­ 
gin at once. 
Many teachers in 
the 
kindergarten 
and 
primary’ 
grades are stimulating and guid­ 
ing their children in this direction. 
Why shouldn’t more Sunday school 
teachers do likewise? 
And when 
a child makes a gift for you qr me, 
let us truly appreciate this gift, 
however crude it may be. Let us 
remember that he made it and put 
himself into it. 
Many children never think 
of 
making or purchasing gifts 
for 
their parents. They usually need 
prompting. 
It's not the money 
value of the gift that is important 
but how much of the givers ef­ 
forts, thoughts and feelings have 
been put into the gift. 
Anyway, 
"The gift without the giver is 
bare.” The more the child chooses 
to give up in order to buy a gift, 
the richei* the moral and spiritual 
value to him therefrom. A gift that 
cost a child a dime which he has 
earned or saved with great effort 
of self-denial could net him far 
more value morally and spiritual­ 
ly than a gift that cost twenty-five 
dollars that was merely handed to 
him for the purchase. 
And when 
parents merely choose and buy 
gifts for children to present to 
others, the value can be less than 
zero—it can do him moral harm.

Talking It Over With The Baby 
It’s a good idea to start talking 
early as far af your baby is con­ 
cerned. Not the baby, but you. 
There is considerable evidence 
that the infant who hears his par­ 
ents talking to him is likely to 
learn to speak earlier and more 
correctly than the child who hears 
very little conversation. 
Even in the early months, the 
pleasant tones of mother’s voice 
contribute to a feeling that all’s 
right with the world. Later as the 
youngster becomes more aware- of 
things around him, he will begin 
to connect words with the objects 
and experiences which the grown­ 
ups talk about. As he matures to 
the point where he begins to form 
words himself, he can draw on 
these earlier talking-experiences. 
So in an informal conversational 
sort of way, talk things ovar with 
your infant. Tell him at bath 
time, “Now we are going to wash 
your face. Hold up your arm so 
mother can scrub the dirt off your 
hands.’’ In a similar way one may 
weave conversation into the every­ 
day experiences. It will help the 
youngster not only in later de­ 
velopment of talking but also In 
knowing what to expect, as he 
eats, is being dressed, and takes 
part in the activities of daily life.

the first half of 1949.

weekly publication stated that al­ 
though there are some reports of 
soft spots in the overall economic 
situation, there is as yet no reflec­ 
tion of such in the steel market. 
"Mill tonnage carryovers in the 
first quarter of next year will be 
substantial,” steel reported. 
"As 
a result some producers are blank­ 
ing out January production entire­ 
ly to care for the back-up tonnage. 
On Monthly Baals 
"Due to extension of existing 
voluntary allocation programs most 
of the steelmakers are reluctant to 
make firm commitments on ton­ 
nage through the first quarter. 
Some of them are allotlng tonnage 
on a monthly basis and in only a 
few instances have allotments been 
set up beyond February.” 
Steel reported that the raw ma­ 
terial supply situation continues 
to Improve. The magazine added 
that pig iron supply is slightly 
better though demand still Is far 
in excess of sellers’ ability to 
satisfy. 
Steelmakers have been straining 
to meet the sustained heavy de­ 
mand for steel products since the 
end of the war and in the face 
of almost insurmountable difficul­ 
ties, steel reported.

believed to have started early cut­ 
tings and shipments of Yule trees 
and gave local farmers an opportu­ 
nity to bring all types of Christ­ 
mas greens to market.

home-grown 
laurel, 
bittersweet, 
crowsfeet, holly, and pine const, 
making it advantageous for farm­ 
ers to bring these products with 
their usual offerings. 
Pennsylvania's Christmas deco­ 
ration selling industry is a big 
operation—amounting to about six 
million dollars a season. But the 
tree that sells biggest in the state 
Is tha balsam fir, and it 1» an out-of 
state product.
